A.  In  1520  I,  in  my  capacity  of  director  of  the  socond  department  of 
the  General  Starf,  was  in  America  and  Europe.  During  my  stay  in 
llerlir.,  I  called  a  ccnferer.ce  of  all  the  military  attaches  of 
Japan  in  European  countries.  At  the  conference  we  considered 
various  current  problems.  Ho  didn’ t  touch  on  any  political  pro¬ 
blems  at  the  confer one o.
